to a pension, but opening tbo way to defeat 
on unjust claim. 


The commissioner obsarvos that tbo system 


of settlement of pension claims has very 
properly claimed the serious consideration ot 
congress for tlio past two sessions.

WASIIINBTOX Crrv.'Nov. IS.—Dr. D.E. Sal- 


mon, chief of tho bureau of animal industry, 
h;is submitted to tho commissioner of agri- 
culture a voluminous report upon the conta- 
gious diseases of animals, tho report boing 
tho result 
of experiments and 
investi- 


gations made by the veterinary division. 
Considerable space is given to the detailed 
history ci.' tho recent outbreak among cattit 
in Kmisos, and to a description of it: 
symptoms. Dr. Salmon roaches the conclu- 
sion that tho disease was ergotism, duo to eat- 
ing fungus known as ergot. Upon tho treat- 
ment and prevention of this disorder ho says: 
When the first signs y£ disorder appear the 
most important point to bo attended to is to 
raako a complete change of f 008 and to eea 
that it is of good quality, nutritious, and 
free from ergot. It would also bo proper tc 
giro a doso of physic, in order to remove as 
much as possible tho poison still contained in 
tho digestive organs, and to follow this witli 
»ott food. In tho most wvoro cases—tho» 
in which Aiart of tho limb in already lif eloss— 


treatment will arnil hut little. Tho greater 
number of cases, however, have not ad 
vanned to this stage 
when lameness ia 


first noticed, and thero will be greatly bcnc- 
lltcd by removing tho cause and placing the 
unirnal under conditions favorable for re- 
sisting poison. Another condition believe:] 
by some to have much intluer.co on the de 
volopment of ergotism is the water supply. 
With plenty of water always at hand It if 
believed larger quantities of ergot may bo 
taken for a longer time than when tho water 
supply is deficient.

His gi- 
gantic legitimate business makas it easy for 
him to dispose of tho product, oiid his super- 
abundant capital enables him to protect his 
enormous holdings whenever anybody ~aidd 
him, Tho deal which ho bos just closed up 
so satis factor! 3 y to 'himself resembles the 
greater ono of 1S3U, and tbo money which bo 
has taken out of many specula tons is a clear 
gift. 


\VTilJe strenuously insisting that ho Is not 


u speculator or gambler, Jlr. Armour ad- 
mits that ho mado his first great fortu:iO by 
speculation. Just before tho close oC tbo war, 
wben Armour was a packor in Milwaukee, 
and ix>rk wns soiling at $00, bo dreamed ono 
night that thpro would bo a groat tumble in 
prices. On the way down town tho next 
morning ho stopped at his partner's house 
and told him that h«i thought pork was too 
high. "That's my opinion, too," SAid Mr.
